conditions were like. 


EYE-WITNESS'S STORY. 


In the evening we happened to 
he looking, aut, when we saw 
something that threw us into exe 
vitement, coupled with anxiety 
and pride. 


Windswept Raving Sea. 


A ship's Vifeboat, manned by 
four white men, who there out on 
i windswept raging: sue, working 
hard towards some — floating 
wreckage to which some Chinese 
were clinging. These unfortun- 
ate men were, indecd, in a pre- 
carious condition. The lifeboat 
was cruelly buffeted, and we 
could see the men in it straining 
hard to keep her headed the way 
they wanted "er to go, They 
had a trying time, but skill und 
determination prevailed over the 
forces of Nature then angrily at 
work. ‘Nearer and nearer they 
drew to the wreckage, but it 
seemed to us watching that they 
would never attain their object, 
that the four brave men them- 
selves, at any moment, would be 
in as great a predicament — 44 
those they were trying to rescue. 
We watched their every move- 
ment with hearts in our mouths, 
and many a prayer, no doubt, 
wus offered up fervently for the 
onplete success of the venture. 

Saved ! 

After an age, it seemed so at 
any rate, the lifeboat was man- 
ovuvred alongside the wreckage, 
and willing and strong, though 
tired, arms were held out to the 
Chinese who were hauled into the 
lifeboat and comparative safety 
one by one. “Thank God!" was 
whut we said inwardly, and we 
anid it reverently and fervently. 

Kindly Attentions, 

The sea was too;rough to en- 
uble or permit the tired heroes of 
this story to struggle back to 
their own ehip, so they were sig- 
nalled to to come alongside the 
Niel Maersk. They’ came along- 
side, in duc course, atler n severe 
battle with the elements, and we 
got all the men, sailors and 
Chinese, on board safely. They 
were spent all of them, and we 
saw to it that nothing was tuo 
srood, nor any trouble too great to 
take for them.

Hawking sald “To constitute an 
nider and abetter sonic active steps 
must be taken by word, or action, 
with the intent to Instigate a prin- 
cipal.” Ducross, Avory argued, did 
nothing of that sort, On the othet 
hand if Ducross was ‘treated os 4 
pripefpal offender the Justice ‘had 
hy power, under stitute, to convict 
bim xummarily. 

MeCardie (new Mr. Justice 
MeCardie) replied to those argue 
ments and sald that by the pro- 
visions of the Afdens and Abettors 
Act 18G1, the Justice had the power

The Appeal Judges’ Decision, ‘ 

And then the three learned judges 
gave their decision and they all 
agreed that Ducross's appeal should 
be dismissed and that the convice 
thon should stand. 

The three judges who decided the 
appeal were Lord Alverstone, Chief 
Justice, Sir Charles Darling | (now 
Lord = Darling) and Sic Edward 
Ridley. 

Lord Alvenstone sald that two 
important poiats had ta be condider- 
ed, ong of law and the other as to 
the proper conclusions to be drawn 
from the facts. He pointed out as 
thia was not a felony it did not 
matter whether Ducross were a 
principal or only an alder and abet- 
tor and he went further and stated 
that it was provided that an aider 
and abettor may be charged along 
with the principal offender ‘and may 
be linble to the same puniahment 
and he , referred to cases which 
upheld his view, “He went on to 
say that the ¢nse quoted by Mr. 
Avory (Reg. v Coney) wig nm case 
of spectators at a prize fight and 
gould not be applied ganerally to 
othor vases, He thought that there 
idence of aiding and abetting 
and that the Court of Quarter 
Scertions must have had that fact 
in mind and that the appeat must 
te dismissed. 

Sir Edward Ridley said that he 
agreed with the Lord Chicf Justice 
and had very little to add, 

Sir Charles Darling said that he 
was of the samo opinion as the 
other two Judges. Ducross, he 
faid, was the owner of the car and 
in control of it and he allowed Miss 
Godwin td drive, He 2mphasised 
the word “allowed.” He ought not 
to have allowed “her to drive 60 
fnat. [tf was erroncous to apeak of 
Duero as un uccessory, because an 
accessory before the fact is, stone 
who being absent at the time of 
the, crime committed, doth yet pro- 
cure, counsel or command another 
tx commit a crime!”

Paul Whiteman, who {a starred with his. entire orchestra in 
Universal's spectacular “King of Jazz," which comes once more to the 
Central Theatre early September was Iterally born with a violin. in his 


hands. 
His father, Wiverforce J. Whiteman, was director of musical educa- 


tion at the Denver, Col, schools for thirty years. Hib mother aang In 
oratorio and In the Denver choits.

Paul was educated at the Denver City schools, ‘and at doventecns 


waa chief viola player in the Denyor Symphony orchestra. Just then ,

his native Denver to xo to San Francisco and playin the World's Fair 
Orchestra and Mincttl’s String Quartet. . 

- After the Exposition, Paul got a Job at Tait'’s then famous 1¢s- 
taurant as 9 jazz musician, but he was actually fired beenuse they 
didn’t ‘consider him so “hot” those days. Néthing daunted, he re- 
cruited tho nucleus of nn orchestra of his own, and opened at Santa 
Barbara, California. ' ' 

For quite a while Whiteman and his boye led a minstret life, getting 
work where they coult, Then, through an old friend who had heard 
his music, he got his firat real chance nt the Alexandrin Hotel, Los 
Angeles, then the favourite rendezvous of the movie stars. 

From that tlme forward Whiteman's namc became the synonym 
for the best in jazz music. He went to the _Ambassadof, Atlantic Clty, 
and signed a contract with the Victor Phonograph Company to make 
phonograph records, ‘Since that tlme he has made and sold vastly moro 
records than any other recorder in the world. 

Whiteman’s orchestra next was featured in the Ziegfeld Follies, and 
then the macstro of jazz made a triumphal European tour in which he 
took Amerlean music into the strongholds of classic muale at Paris, 
London, Vienna, Rome, Returning to New. York, he gave the first Jazz 
symphony at the Acollan Hall, on February 12, 1924. Z 

Tt was another triumph both for Whiteman and for Jazz. It definitely 
marked the popular supremacy of jazz music, and of Whiteman a3 its
